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Reappointments to local 
review board cause furor

Why would citizens complain about 
a local government board lowering 
property assessments — which means 
lower tax bills? 

In the case of Jordan Township. many 
residents believe they are paying the 
price for their board of review going too 
far. Angry residents also feel the town- 
ship board went too far when they gave 
new two-year terms to two of three 
members of the review board Nov. 28 
over audience protests. 

Some had called for a complete tum- 
over on the review board, after their 
questionable decisions this year culmi- 
nated in the State..Tax Commission 
applyinga factor to all agricultural prop- 
erty in the township. 

“Pd say at least 85 percent of us want 
a new board,” resident Kay Duff said. 

“I feel like our voices aren't being 
heard,” said Jim Blaha, who lives on 
East Old State Road in the township. 

The vote to renominate Lawrence 
Nemecek and Sue Falco to the review 
board ended in a 2-2 tie, with clerk 
Leona Stanek and trustee Lucy Lercel 
for reappointment, treasurer Laura 
Stanek and trustee Darwin Morris op- 
posed. Township supervisor Joseph 
Haney, Sr. cast the deciding vote in 
favor of the incumbents. Vern Cooper 
was also appointed to take the place of

Doug Drake on the review board. 
Much of the residents’ ire stems from 
the state imposing a factor to assess- 
ments. The board lowered assessments 
on agricultural property to the extent 
where “a non-uniform distribution of 
the tax burden” existed, according to a 
letter to the township board from David 
Reiser, local supervisor of the State Tax 
Commission’s property tax division.

meeting, defended her actions. 

“don’t think the board of review sat 
there to lower everyone's assessments 
just for the sake of lowering them,” she 
said. “There were things that weren't 
changed. We didn’t go along with ev- 
eryone who came in the door.” 

A review of cases which appeared 
before the board, however, shows only 
one of 50 residents who came before 
the review board did not receive a de- 
creased assessment (see box).

ASSESSMENTS 
are changed 


The county equalization department conducts an 
analysis each year to determine changes in assess- 
ments on both residential and commercial property. 

With residential property, the process is fairly 
simple. An equalization department official exam- 
ines home sales within the township for the year, 
then compares the sale prices to last year’s assessed 
values and makes changes if large discrepancies 
exist. 

Because agricultural property is so infrequently 
sold, the analysis is different. The equalization 
department selects at random agricultural proper- 
ties within a township. The properties are then 
appraised, and the appraisal is compared to the 


previous years’ assessments. 
@ Factoring in the factor 

It is important to note that a property’s assessed 
value and its state equalized value (SEV) are not 
necessarily the same. The SEV is the assessed value 
multiplied by a state-imposed factor — which, opti- 
mally, is one. In that case there is no change between 
the two values. For example, a parcel assessed at 
$50,000 would have an SEV of $50,000 (50,000 x 1 
= 50,000). 

The state expects all assessments to be within 50 
percent of the appraised value (with about one per- 
centage point leeway, plus or minus). If assessments 
are significantly below 50 percent, the state increases 
the factor above one. 

That is what has occurred in Jordan Township. Thy 
state has applied a factor of 1.0461 on all agricultural 
property, because their assessments were only 47.8 
percent of the value determined by an appraiser. 

@ What it means to tax bills 
While exact numbers will vary per agricultural 


parcel, depending on particular SEVs and what 
school district the parcel is in, it is possible to show 
a near-average increase per tax bill because of the 
factor. 

There are 100 agricultural properties in Jordan 
Township. The total SEV on those properties (after 
the board of review lowered many) was $1.98735 
million. Therefore the average assessed value per 
parcel was about $19,874. 

If the factor is at one, then $19,874 would also be 
the SEV of the average agricultural lot. Ata home- 
stead millage of 15 mills, that would mean a tax bill 
of $298.11. 

Because the state imposed the higher factor of 
1.0461, the average SEV went up $845 to $20,719. 
At 15 mills, that makes the tax bill $310.79 — an 
average $12.68 increase on every agricultural par- 
cel. 

Jordan Township trustee Darwin Morris pointed

Wanta fresh tree for Christ- 
mas? Be prepared to bend a 
few needles. 

Bending an evergreen’s 
needles is one way to check 
for freshness, says Mel 


Koelling. Extension forestry specialist at Michigan State 
University. If the needles on an already cut tree spring 
back to their original shape, the tree is fresh. If needles 
snap or stay bent out of shape, the tree is probably dry. 

Another way to check for a fresh tree is to bump the 
base of the tree on the ground. A shower of green needles 
around your feet means the tree is dry. 

When you get your cut tree home, remove a 1/2 inch 
slice off the base of the trunk and immediately place the

Keep fresh-cut trees attractive 


tree in a tree stand with a container for water. 

Making a fresh cut across the bottom removes old sap 
and dirt that are blocking the tree’s ability to take up 
water. Evergreens kept indoors will lose a lot of water 
through their foliage. If they can’t take up water to 
replace it, they dry out quickly and soon pose a fire 
hazard. 

Placing your tree in the coolest possible place, away 
from radiators, hot air registers, hot lights, south-facing 
windows and appliances that give off heat will help slow 
the drying process and keep it fresh longer. 

It is nearly impossible to ignite a fresh tree, Koelling 
notes, but a dry evergreen will flash into flame in an 
instant. Buying afresh tree and keeping it fresh is critical 
to preventing a holiday tragedy.

From Looking around Jordan Township by Mrs. 
Vern Bundy (Rosalind Westcott) 
East Jordan News-Herald, Dec. 6, 1956 

This story begins for us in 1884, when Lauchlin 
McClean, who lived on the crossroads east of East 
Jordan, was at long last able to welcome his relatives 
who had traveled all the long miles from Glasgow, 
Scotland to join him in this new country. 

East Jordan at this time was embroiled in a bitter fight 
with Boyne City over the question of who should have 
the county seat, a battle that East Jordan lost the next 
summer, giving Boyne the honor; this honor they held 
for 13 years. 


But if East Jordan was a lively little town with a fair 
population for that time, Antrim County. especially that 
part joining Charlevoix on the south could. still be 
considered new territory, for although the homesteaders 
the William Jaquays had settled in the county 17 years 
before and a few had followed, settling in the valley 
region, they had to be pretty hardy souls, for there was 
still a good deal of big timber and the roads (so called) 
were more like cow trails. winding in and out among the 
trees so that when someone driving oxen and wagon 
attempted the steeper hills. they had to contend with an 
impending possibility of a tongue over tailgate misad- 
venture. 

This then was the country as John Craig, lately a 
railroad office employee of Glasgow, and his family. 
saw it when they arrived at the end of their journey. 

They had started months before and luck had been 
with them, for the long Atlantic crossing had been made 
in only 11 days. 

When John with his wife, Catherine McClean, and 
their five sons landed at Mt. Forest, Canada, winter was 
at hand and weather conditions were such that they 
decided to wait for spring before going farther, for the 
trip Was much faster and easier in those days if made by 
water. 

Early spring found them afloat again, sailing through 
the treacherous waters of the Great Lakes. Changing 
boats at Charlevoix they took to the inland water route 
and finally arrived in East Jordan. 

After some time spent with Catherine Craig’s brother, 
Lauchlin McClean, they decided to settle in Antrim 
County; and the final selection was a well situated place 
in Jordan Valley, on the section line with a small creck 
on it and good rich soil. 

After clearing a small plot of land, Mr. Craig erected 
a small log house which was to shelter them for several 


years. Those years were not easy ones — farming is never 


easy, and to attempt to support a family of seven on a 
farm that was mostly virgin timber kept them working 
from daylight to dark every day. 

By the early 1900’s John Craig had doubled his 
acreage by adding another plot he had obtained through 
negotiation with ancighbor and had now 60 acres under 
cultivation and had his farm well stocked with sheep, 
cattle, hogs and horses; the latter being a specialty with 
him, for horses were at a premium at that time. 

It was about time too that he homesteaded another 40- 
acre strip of swamp land, and from this strip he took logs 
for lumber to build a new and larger home. It was from 
here too that the eldest son Jack obtained lumber to build 
on his place, the farm he had bought joining his father’s 
and on which he settled with his wife, Mabel Richard, 
whom he married in 1901. 

These years were happy ones, but their happiness was 
not unmixed with sorrow for their second son, Angus, 
who was 23 years of age, in the prime of his life and the 
height of expectation, was fatally injured in a runaway 
accident; and a few years later James the fourth son also 
lost his life in a hunting accident. These were hard blows 
but somehow they held up with a true Scottish persever- 
ance. 

After along and full life Catherine Craig passed away 
in 1915, and John followed only three years later, 
leaving three sons, Jack, Charlie and George. 

Charlie and George stayed on the farm keeping up the 
house and tending the ficlds until 1942 when Charlie 
passed away, leaving George on the farm alone. 
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Jack who was living with his wife Mabel on the next 
farm, raised a fine family of three boys and three girls 
and when their children were raised and nearly all 
marricd they retired from the farm and moved into East 
Jordan where Jack enjoyed a few years of comparative 
leisure, especially enjoying getting with some other old- 
timers sharing a few good yarns. 

After Mabel’s death in 194?, Jack lived with his 
children until he joined her in 1953. 

There is now only the youngest son George left to tell 
the tale of the first early years in America, butil you can 
get him to talk he could tell you many things about the

old roads, old farms, and old neighbors —John Chatterton, 
Bill Webster, David Ranney and John Severance are a 
few real people to himand his stories include some of the 
teachers of those Umes too including Mary Rogers and 
Frank Porter. 

George finally sold the home place but it will sull be 


known as the old “Craig Place” to many people for many 
years. 
Though tragedy found its mark in many of the Craig 


name, through Jack the name will be perpetuated for 


many years; his eldest son, James (deceased) who mar- 
ried Ruby Boyer (also deceased) has three boys as well 
as three daughters, and Jack Jr.. married to Vernette 
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Faust, also had a son and a daughter. Besides these his 
daughter Elizabeth, Mrs. Clarence Morford, has chil- 
dren. 

Gregory is now living in Saginaw with his wife 
Lucille Boyer, while Ruby who is now Mrs. B. Cihak 
and Flora who is widow us well as brother Jack are living 
in Kast Jordan and are a well-known part of the economi- 
cal and social structure of the town. 

This was the way they cume to be here, yes, it started 
way back in 1884 with a spark of adventure ina Scottish 
heart and the raw courage start over.

“We finally get a board of review 
that’s done something and everybody's 
complaining,” Haney said. “If the board 
of review isn’t allowed to do anything, 
what's the point in having one?” 

“They correct mistakes — they do not 
reassess,” township assessor John 
McDonald responded from the audi- 
ence. 

Though not familiar with the Jordan 
Township case specifically, a high-rank- 
ing official in the Michigan Tax Com- 
mission subsequently concurred with 
McDonald about review boards in gen- 
eral. 

Roland Andersen, executive secre- 
tary of the Michigan Tax Commission 
and an administrator with the state Trea- 
sury Department's property tax divi- 
sion, said boards of review should have 
the same objectives as assessors and the 
MTC: 

* property uniformity ~ making ad- 
Justments as necessary so that similar 
properties are assessed similarly. 

« Making sure that assessments total 
50 percent of the cash value of the land. 

“If a board feels that taxes are too 
high, and it’s their God-given duty to 
lower them, that is not right.” he said. 
EB Members lower their own rates 

McDonald and other residents ap- 
peared particularly concerned that 
Falco, Drake and Nemecek all lowered 
assessments on their own property. 
Though each member abstained from 
voting on their individual assessment, 
the assessor and others consider that 
only a formality. 

“Eve been associated with boards of 
review for 20 years. This is the first 
time I’ve ever heard of any board low- 
ering their own taxes.” McDonald said.

@ Tax tribunal to decide on some 
cuts 

The MTC has filed complaints on 24 
of the lowered assessments with an- 
other state agency, the Michigan Tax 
Tribunal, which adjudicates assessment 
appeals. 

Assessment cuts cited in the MTC 
complaints to the tribunal include: 

* a parcel owned by township super- 
visor Haney.

Norm Shinkle, chairman of the tax 
tribunal, said no date has been set for a 
hearing.

“We might give them special treat- 
ment because of the unique situation 
here,” he said. 

The tribunal could rule to reimpose

“If we ruled against 
the property owners, interest would be 
charged for sure.”
